He enriched the storehouse 
of knowledge with his authentic and everlasting contributions on a variety of subjects 
including grammar, lexicography, dialectics, poetry, poetics, yoga, logic, and history. He 
was an ocean of knowledge. Besides this he enhanced the glory of Jain order by bringing 
Siddharaj and Kumarpal, the kings of Gujarat, under his influence and infusing love for 
Jainism in them. He brought about refreshing and revolutionary changes in religious, 
social and political fields. As a token of his respect for the unique talents of 
Hem-chandracharya, King Kumarpal of Gujarat honoured him with the title ‘Kalikal 
Sarvajna’. King Siddharaj, a devotee of Shiva, always respected his scholarship, moral 
stature, impartiality, religious tolerance, liberalism and attitude of assimilation. His 
contribution towards spread of ahimsa in western India is considered unparalleled. Also, 
his contributions in revitalizing art, literature and culture will continue to influence 
centuries to come. His was the period of all-round progress of the state of Gujarat.
